•     SELECTMEN'S    REPORT 

Financial  Condition  During  Fiscal  Year  1960 

The  Town  closed  the  year  1960  with  a  net  budget 
surplus  of  $826.90.  The  Current  Deficit  was  thereby  reduced 
to  $774.72.  We  have  asked,  in  the  Budget,  for  a  deficiency 
appropriation  of  $500.00  to  continue  the  downward  trend  of 
the  deficit. 
Highzvays: 

1960  was  a  successful  year  for  the  Town  Highway 
Department.  The  net  deficit  was  reduced  from  $1,431.90  last 
year  to  $519.78  this  year.  The  Selectmen  feel  that  this  over- 
run is  now  down  to  reasonable  proportions.  In  any  year  such 
an  overrun  might  occur.  This  year  we  paid  for  two  years; 
worth  of  salt,  1959  and  1960;  December  provided  us  with 
more  snow  than  in  an  average  year ;  receipts  from  driveways 
fell  $200.00  below  our  estimate  made  last  March.  These 
items  alone  would  more  than  make  up  the  difference  between 
the  appropriation  and  what  was  actually  expended. 

A  significant  improvement  in  the  drainage  situation  on 
Whittemore  Point  Road  was  made  near  Sandy  Beach  Bunga- 
lows. It  removed  a  bad  flooding  condition  and  improved  land 
abutting  such  that  further  building  in  the  area  might  now 
occur. 

Whittemore  Point  Drive  was  oiled  and  this  will  remove 
many  problems  and  costs  in  the  future.  Traffic  over  this  road 
in  the  summer  is  very  heavy  and  hard  surfacing  should  prove 
most  advantageous  to  the  Town  and  the  Summer  Residents 
who  use  it. 

Four  meetings  were  held  with  the  Highway  Committee, 
two  of  which  consisted  of  demonstrations  of  Hough  and 
Austin- Western  snow  plowing  equipment.  The  demonstra- 
tions were  enlightening  to  all  and  the  subsequent  decision  of 


the  Selectmen  to  recommend  establishing  a  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  new  highway  equipment  resulted.  The  Board  feels 
that  new  heavy  equipment  will  be  required  in  the  future, 
even  though  there  is  relative  agreement  that  the  A-C  Tractor 
should  be  retained  operable  as  long  as  possible.  The  Board 
feels  that  heavy  loading  equipment  is  our  first  need  as  op- 
posed to  grading  equipment  and  that  the  Town  should  look 
forward  to  such  a  purchase. 

The  Highway  Committee  recommended  that  the  Road 
Agent  not  become  involved  in  T.R.A.  jobs  in  the  future  and 
this  recommendation  will  be  followed. 

Town  Road  Aid: 

After  discussion  in  last  year's  Town  Meeting  regarding 
allocation  of  T.R.A.  funds,  the  Selectmen  made  application 
for  both  projects  discussed.  The  notification  from  the  High- 
way Department  regarding  this  is  printed  in  full  elsewhere 
as  is  a  complete  statement  of  expenditures. 

Zoning: 

The  Zoning  Ordinance  for  the  Town  of  Bridgewater 
has  been  challenged  as  to  its  legality.  Donald  W.  Cushing, 
Attorney  at  Law  of  Franklin,  N.  H.  was  retained  by  the 
Selectmen  for  counsel,  and  as  a  result  Article  12  was  placed 
in  the  Town  Warrant  for  action  by  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  following  is  an  excerpt  of  the  present  condition  of 
the  Law  and  Mr.  Cushing's  opinions,  expressed  in  a  letter 
to  the  Selectmen. 

February  24,  1961  —  A  Petition  for  Declaratory  Judg- 
ment was  entered  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Grafton 
County,  State  of  New  Hampshire  on  September  22, 
1960.  This  petition  prays  for  a  declaratory  judgment 
decreeing  that  the  zoning  ordinance  of  the  Town  of 
Bridgewater  passed  at  a  special  town  meeting  held  on 
June  8,  1959  be  decreed  null  and  void.    Among  the  rea- 
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sons  alleged  by  the  petitioners  is  that  of  failure  to  com- 
ply with  N.H.R.S.A.  39:4  in  the  calling  of  said  special 
meeting.  This  particular  statute  requires  the  Selectmen 
to  publish  a  copy  of  the  warrant  for  the  said  special 
meeting  once  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the 
Town  one  week  after  posting  said  warrant.  You  have 
advised  me  that  the  warrant  for  this  special  meeting  was 
not  published.  It  is  my  opinion  that  failure  to  comply 
with  the  notice  requirements  of  N.H.R.S.A.  39  :4  render 
all  the  actions  taken  at  said  special  meeting  null  and  void. 
The  petition  also  alleges  that  the  zoning  ordinance  is 
null  and  void  because  the  warrant  for  said  special  town 
meeting  did  not  contain  an  article  "stating  all  regulations, 
restrictions,  and  boundaries  are  to  be  acted  upon"  as  re- 
quired by  N.H.R.S.A.  31  :63,  and  did  not  hold  a  public 
hearing  on  said  zoning  ordinance  after  fifteen  days' 
notice  by  publication  as  required  by  R.S.A.  31  :63. 

It  is  clear  that  the  warrant  for  the  special  town 
meeting  did  not  set  forth  the  regulations,  restrictions, 
and  boundaries  to  be  acted  upon,  but  only  stated,  "1.  To 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Zoning  Ordinance 
recommended  by  the  Zoning  Commission."  The  public 
hearing  ordered  by  the  Selectmen  was  held  on  June  8, 
1959  and  the  notice  for  said  hearing  was  first  published 
in  the  Bristol  Enterprise  on  June  4,  1959,  which  is  only 
four  days  previous  to  the  date  of  said  hearing.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  the  failure  to  comply  with  R.S.A.  31:63 
would  also  render  the  actions  taken  at  this  special  town 
meeting  null  and  void.  The  petition  alleges  other  reasons 
for  declaring  the  ordinance  null  and  void,  but  there  ap- 
pears to  be  no  advantage  in  discussing  these  at  length  in 
this  letter  in  view  of  my  opinion  concerning  the  previous 
allegations. 
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The  question  has  been  raised  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  Legislature  could  validate  the  actions  of  this  special 
town  meeting  and  thereby  validate  this  zoning  ordinance. 
While  the  Legislature  has  in  certain  instances,  such  as 
validating  elections,  passed  legislation  to  legalize  actions 
taken  at  town  meetings,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  Legis- 
lature could  not  legally  pass  a  law  to  validate  a  zoning 
ordinance  under  the  circumstances  of  this  case.  It  is  also 
my  opinion  that  the  zoning  ordinance  could  not  be  rati- 
fied at  a  subsequent  town  meeting  where  the  require- 
ments for  a  public  hearing  by  the  Town  have  not  been 
met.  I  feel  that  the  best  solution  is  to  repeal  the  existing 
ordinance  and  to  initiate  new  proceedings  in  accordance 
with  the  statutes  to  pass  a  new  zoning  ordinance.  The 
petition  now  pending  before  the  Court  should  be  legally 
disposed  of.  I  will  discuss  this  matter  with  counsel  for 
the  petitioners  and  advise  you  how  this  should  be  done.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examina- 
tion and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Bridgewater 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1960,  which  was  made 
by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town. 
Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

Scope  of  Audit 
Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Col- 
lector, Town  Clerk  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Financial  Statements 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets: 

December  31,  1959  —  December  31,  1960:  (Exhibit  A-1) 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1959 
and  December  31,  1960,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  in- 
dicated therein,  the  Net  Debt  decreased  by  $2,005.86,  from 
$4,380.58  to  $2,374.72  during  1960. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:    (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  fac- 
tors which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.  These  were 
as  follows :

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1960,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4. 
As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net 
revenue  surplus  of  $1,071.02  less  a  net  overdraft  of  appro- 
priations of  $244.12  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of 
$826.90. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures: 

(Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1960,  made  up  in  accord- 
ance with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included 
in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  De- 
cember 31,  1960,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.   Receipts  were  checked  by 
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source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained 
from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated 
by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of  uncollected  and 
unredeemend  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are  therefore 
subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the 
return  of  verification  notices. 

General  Comments 
Current  Deficit: 

It  is  noted  that  the  current  deficit  (excess  of  current  lia- 
biHties  over  total  assets),  decreased  from  $2,601.62  to  $774.72 
in  1960  as  shown  herewith :

It  is  recommended  that  the  sum  of  $774.72  be  raised  as 
a  deficiency  appropriation  in  1961  in  order  to  completely 
liquidate  the  deficit.

Since  these  accounts  are  of  doubtful  value,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  selectmen  review  the  lists  and  abate  those 
taxes  which  appear  to  be  uncollectible.

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184,  of  the  Laws  of  1955, 
require  that  this  report  or  summary  of  findings  and  recom- 
mendations (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the 
next  annual  report  of  the  Town.

The  1960  Town  Road  Aid  application  from  Bridgewater 
has  been  reviewed.  Construction  of  Bridgewater  Hill  Road, 
No.  60,  is  approved  but  improvement  of  Dick  Brown  Road, 
No.  61,  cannot  be  approved  at  this  time  because  of  its  low 
priority. 

Bridgewater  Hill  Road  is  a  school  bus  and  mail  route 
and  serves  at  least  ten  houses.  A  steep  grade,  over  one  mile 
in  length,  appears  to  be  a  continuing  town  maintenance  prob- 
lem and  an  expenditure  of  TRx\  funds  this  year  for  drainage 
and  gravel  should  save  the  town  money  and  provide  safety 
and  convenience  to  people  in  this  area. 

Dick  Brown  Road  is  not  approved  at  this  time  because 
in  my  opinion  its  improvement  will  not  serve  the  public  to  the 
extent  expected  on  Bridgewater  Hill  Road.  Our  records 
show  this  road  to  be  neither  school  bus  nor  mail  route.  Only 
five  dwellings  will  be  served.  It  seems  to  me  that  regular 
maintenance  operations  will  keep  this  road  in  adequate  con- 
dition until  Bridgewater  Hill  Road  is  improved  to  a  point 
which  will  take  care  of  the  services  required. 

I  hope  this  change  is  satisfactory  to  you  and  the  town 
ofificials  of  Bridgewater.  Please  forward  my  explanation  to 
them.

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  conducted  by 
the  N.H.  Department  of  Health,  Bureau  of  Public  Health 
Nursing,  in  your  town  for  1960. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1960  several  home  visits 
were  made  on  mothers,  babies  and  pre-school  age  children. 
Assistance  was  given  families  with  children's  health  problems 
and  glasses  were  obtained  for  some  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  New  Hampshire  sight  conservation  program. 

Bridgewater  is  to  be  congratulated  on  joining  with  Bris- 
tol and  New  Hampton  in  forming  the  Newfound  Area  Nurs- 
ing Assoc.  I  am  sure  the  residents  of  Bridgewater  will  bene- 
fit from  their  own  nursing  service. 

The  tuberculosis  control  program  for  Grafton  County  is 
now  under  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Health,  Pub- 
lic Health  Nursing.  Chest  clinics  will  be  held  in  Plymouth 
three  times  a  year  and  residents  of  Bridgewater  are  welcome 
to  attend.  A  report  will  be  sent  to  each  one  attending  follow- 
ing the  clinics.  Announcements  will  be  made  of  dates  of 
clinics  in  the  local  papers. 

Several  of  the  children  and  adults  attended  the  Salk 
vaccine  clinic  held  at  Bristol  in  January,  1960  to  receive  polio 
shots.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Almost  every  year  something  seems  to  happen  to 
make  those  of  us  who  work  for  what  we  consider  the 
educational  good  of  pupils  feel  like  lepers  who  have 
escaped  from  a  penal  colony.  It  is  a  pleasure  this  year 
to  report  that  the  Bridgewater  School  Board  anticipates 
a  balance  of  $2,200.  Not  only  do  we  anticipate  a  balance 
this  year  but  we  ended  the  59-60  year  with  $687  unex- 
pended from  the  $1,300  deficiency  appropriation. 

Bridgewater  has  over  $46,000  equalized  valuation 
per  pupil,  Bristol  $28,000,  while  the  state  average  is 
$23,000.  Latest  state  figures  show  Bridgewater  spend- 
ing $8.91  of  its  tax  rate  based  on  equalized  valuations 
for  school,  Bristol  $13.95  and  the  state  $14.80.  By  any 
basis  of  comparison  with  which  I  am  familiar  Bridge- 
water  is  in  a  most  favorable  financial  position.
